pesslon of the money-drawer, and carrled off a
bag of money, contalning about eighly dolinrs
In gold, sliver, and eurrency, with which he
made off, The phrsiclan attending the wounded

oung man prononnedd the wound L0 be fatal,

fo undertand that the negro Willlama made
his appearance early vestorday morning at the
store of Mr, 8,
in thonght to earry ont Lis murderous scheme
there aiso, but finding two young men present
Lbhers, he was frusirated. We are glnd Lo be
enabled Lo state that this villaln was arrested
yeaterday and lodged in jail. On his person
was found all the mouey with the execoptilon of
about five dollars,

The Newark Mystery Cleared Wp.
The Newark (N, J.) Advertiser of last evening
haa Lhe followlng:—

“DLatective Brant and Officer J,. B. Smith, after
having made a thorough laveatigation of the
afluir that bas caused 8o muaon talk, and glven
rise 1o B0 many rumors throughoat the clty—
the Nindiong of the pools of blood on the Morris
eanal, and the suggestive holes In the lee, with
the hails near them—have doubliess solved the
mysjery. The story when correctly told rans
this way:—A man named James Harrlson,
after finlshing his work on Christmes Eve,
weni into the lower part of the ecity to collect
some money. On his way he stopped @t one
Harrigan's saloon, and drank freely. From
there hie took the path along the eanal. Oppo-
site the foot of Mouroe street he fell down
frem the sidewalk, which at this polut
is four or five feet above the canal, into
the canal, culting his hend in two or three
places, from which (he blood flowed In large
guaniitizs, He called loud y for asslslance.
Two men heard hiim and cnine 10 his roller,
With much difficulty—for il is Frubshlu they
were intoxicated—ihey pulled him ont and

laeed him aguin on the wallke, He then turned
fu steps towards home, stopplng frequently on
the way o drink, Arri\-inr al His house he
want to bed aud, slept soundly till yesterduy, in
total Ignorance of the ramors Lthat his mishap
had given rise to, and of the efforts thul were
being made to recover his body from the bot-
tom of the canal. He clalms ope of the hats
that were found, and thinks it probable that
the other belongs to one of Lhe men who came
10 his asslstance,’

An Alabama Tragoedy.
The Tuscumbia (Ala,) Times of the 10th relates
that on Bunday, the Sth, at Dr, De Gratfenreid's
house, on Lthe road belween Courtlandt and

Tuscsloosa, & terrible tragedy occurred, A Mr, |

Balggs, n Methodist preacner, who had beea at
one time confined in the lunatie asylum at
Tuscalooss, was staying at Dr, De Graffenreld's,
¥arly that morning the dootor and Mr, Briggs
were sitiing by the fire, and Mr, Briggl Was
abusing his wife, from whom he had been
separated, when Dr, De Graffenreid lold
him he ought not to abuse his wife so,
whereupon Briggs picked up a half-made
axebandle and struck the dootor on Lhe head,
felling him to the floor. He then struck him
sgaip, killing him instantly. Mr, Noah, who I8
an oid man, rushed in o Lhelp the doctor, and
he was Immediately killed with the same
weapon. Mrs. Noah, hennnr the molse, went
into the room, and Hriggs killed her in thesame
mapner. A lttle boy who was in the room
saved hls life by getling under the bed. He
says that after Briggs bad killed all thess he
went around and struock them each one g heayvy
blow on the hend. After he had satisfied him-
self thet they were dead he Look a palr of shoes
belonging to Mr, Noalh, and left the house in
Lils stocking feet.

The Washington Tragedy.
The Wakhington Ohrondele of yesterdny glves
the following partioulars of the Curistmaay
tragedy In that olly:—

*“On Christmas night, as John Laughman,
David Ellweod, and Michael 8.

wound s morial one, the ball having enterad
the left bresst one and a balfl Inches below the
leit nippln, near the reglon of the heart, and
pamct out of the back. Yeslerday the sailerer
was removed 1o Providence Hosplual, where he
recelved Lhe kindestatiep lions from LheSistérs
of Charhiy, and, thoagh Lthere were no boped of
hia réecovery, e was atill allve al U o'olock last
mighin Laughmnn 1s & stonecutlter by wrade,
snd unmerried; he bas been boarding at the
house of Mra.

First, Mr. Harcourt endeavors to ascertain
who, according to the law of Eogland, is n na-
tural born Beulsh subjecy, and as sueh entitied
to the protection of the Hridsh Crown. The
siuple doeotrine of the common law is that
every man born within the domintons of the
Crown is born withiu the legiance of ghe Crown
and 1« a British sabject, whether the parents
are British mtrjl-‘r_‘r.- or aliens, By o statute ol
George 11 all ¢chlldren of nataral-born Beivisn
subjects borm abrosd were made patursl-oorn
subjects, The maxig of this Indissolable atlegi-
snce which s bere luid down Wes no plade in*
the doctroe of public law. 1t had its ongim tn
usystem which 1 obrolete, and foand its applica-
tiun in o condition ol rociety which has passed
nwany.

A vew order of things has arlsen, That great
and never-censing tide of emigration, o whien

| fortune which wbe hmited resourees of their own
counrry deuy to them, i# a phenomenon for
which the covceptivns o the feudal law made
no provision, The consequence s, that the
Engiieh Govervment is in the pré=ence of pall-

r. Huroouit says: — It i in valn that we
procluim the docirine, Nemo poleal esuere
patriam, while yoar by year thousands aod wos
of thousands ol our subjects are transferring
their allegiance to olher Governments and
incorpotating themeelves 1o other Siates,
These are lacts which the techalcality o! the
| law muy refuse Lo recognize, but of winch an
culichiened statesmen<hip must needs take
pocount, Mr. Harcourt believes that the Alle-
giance acts whounld be reconstructed, both with
respect to the acquisition of citizenship aod
:slhnn a8 to expatristion, Here are his sugges-
tone:—

First, British citizengnip should belong, as of
course, only to persons born of Britlsh parents,
domic ted in the British dominions,

Becond. The children born to lorcigners in the
British dominions should, ns to Fruuce, have
the capacity to take up heir cllizenship,

Thitd. As to descendsots born abroad of Bng-
lish parents who ure domieciled abrowd, an elec-
tlon snould be given to become eitigens, to be
westified by certalo prescribed formalities,

Fourth, Every Britith subject should be al-
lowed to withdraw bimself irom the State by
sonie tormal not dleclaiming his cllizenship.
| Fitth, Certaln aets should be defined ns con-

ptituting in themeselves a forfeiture of cilizen-
ship, whether o disclalmed or not,

The London Zimes editorially supports the
views of ‘“Historicus,” and says:—

The lmportant question, however, 18 one of
poliey rather than of law, apd we (reely adout
that, on grounds ol policy, not to say of com-
mon aenge, the argument for revision is irresist-
ihle. There are ocriuinly hundreds of thon-
gands, and probably millious, of cliizens of the
United States whom our law regards as Dritish
subjects to all inteuts and purposes whatsoever,
No statesmun can justify such sn acomaly,
which, it muost be re-mt:n.lhered. has 1wo aspects.
It all ‘these Irieh emigiants owe allegiance to
her Majesty, it may also be doubted, at least,
whether they are not entitled to our protection
agninst coneeription, yet it would have been
utteriy impossible for our Minmster at Washing-
ton to wariaut them such protection during the
lute American war. fu short, our present
theory I8 quite uutenable when any practical
sirain comes 1o be put upou it, and, as ‘*Histo-
ricvs” justly contends, its malutensuce moy at
any moment become the source of very serious
embarrassment, We sge¢, then, no good reason
why the Brinh Government shoud decline any
tricodly oyertures that may be madeé by the
United States with a view to ite amendment,
